The particular group of speci- 
mens on display was gathered 
from Alpena County.

300 million years ago—the state

pelecypods (clams), gastropods; 
(snails),’ and brachiopods (related 
to the clam), Hard parts of these 
animals became buried in the sea! 
bottom and later changed to

because they were first discovered 
at Traverse City, are exposed or 


!near the surface in parts of Lee- 


lanau, Charlevoix, “Emmet, Che- 
boygan, Presque Isle and Alpena 
Counties.
